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STATUS OF AL L CLAIMS PUP ?HANTTQ 37 O F.R. § 1.173(g) 

Claims 1 - 30 are pending in this response application. 

Claims 1-3 have been allowed and are pending in the reissue application. Claim 1 has 
been amended to delete the adjective -Christmas" from the noun -ornaments". At column 2, 
line 17, the ornaments are generally described as Items" of which Christmas Ornaments are 
cited as a specific example. Consequently, there is support in the specification to amend the 
claims to cover ornaments in addition to Christmas Ornaments. 

Claims 4-1 8 were added as new claims in a preliminary amendment when the reissue 
application was originally filed and are all pending In the reissue application. 

Claims 4, 5, 6, 7 and 1 8 have been amended to change the term "cover section" to 
-closure-. Support is provided at column 2, lines 4-9, where the patent discloses that the front 
6 can be opened and that a fastener 1 0 is provided on the top 2 to fasten the front 6 closed. 
As such, the front 6 serves as a closure. Claim 4 was also amended to reoite "the hanger 
being configured to be mountable onto and removable from the hanger support." Support for 
this amendment is provided at column 2, lines 18-20. Finally, claim 4 was amended to recite 
that the hanger Includes "at least one retainer disposed along the hanger for limiting sliding 
displacement of the ornaments along the hanger." Support is provided at oolumn 2, lines 20- 
33 which discloses both ridges and fingers and provides that the ridges prevent the 
ornaments from sliding along the hanger. 

Claim 9 was amended to recite that the hanger has "a support bar" and the retainer 
has "a plurality of ridges spaced therealong " Support for this claim is provided at column 2, 
lines 1 6 - 36 and Fig. 2. 

Claim 10 was amended to recite that the ridges "prevent the ornaments from sliding 
along the bar." Support for this amendment is provided at column 2, lines 23-28. 

Claim 12 was amended to recite that the fingers enable the ornament to hang from the 
finger. Support for this amendment is found at column 2, lines 30-33. 

Claim 16 was amended to effect the editorial revision requested by the Examiner. 

New Claims 19-30 have been added by this amendment and are pending in the 
reissue application. Support for these new claims is found in Figs. 1 and 2 and at column 1 , 
line 59 to column 2, line 36. 
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
